Frankfurt, May 13—(NC)—The 
recent Pastoral of nine western 
German Bishops — which was 
“withdrawn” at the suggestion of 
American occupation authorities— 
was by no means the first outcry 
and protest against various aspects 
of Allied occupation. policy, partic- 
ularly with regard to conditions in 
the eastern provinces of the Reich, 
treatment of war prisoners and so- 
called denazification proceedings. 


Several weeks ago, seven Bish- 
ops of western German dioceses, 
including the late Cardinal von 
Galen, issued a Pastoral which 
called upon the world to “break its 
silence” concerning the “fearful 
tragedy” taking place in eastern 
Germany, and warned of “a seed 
of hatred being planted anew 
which can only bring forth a fresh 
disaster.” 


While calling for inexorable jus- 
tice to punish those Germans guil- 
ty of “terrible crimes against per- 
sons of other nationalities,” the 
Pastoral asks: “But since when has 
revenge on imnocent persons and 
the punishment of crime with 
crime been permitted?” 

The Pastoral, the full text of 
which has just become available 
here, was signed in addition to 
Cardinal von Galen by Joseph Car- 
dinal Frings, Archbishop of Col- 
ogne, Archbishop Lorenz Jaeger of 
Paderborn, Bishop Wilhelm Bern-

Cardinal Hiond 
Takes Over 
Warsaw See 


New York, May 13.—(NC)—His 
Eminence August Cardinal Hlond, 
Primate of Poland, has now taken 
over the Archiepiscopal See of War- 
saw, according to the Inter-Catho- 
lic Press Agency, which reports 
that, on Easter Monday, the Car- 
dinal led a. procession through the 
ruins of Warsaw’s Old City to the 
destroyed St. John’s Cathedral, 
where Mass was offered at an open- 
air altar. 

The ‘news agency dispatch also 
declares that this step restores the 
ecclesiastical situation which ex- 
isted in Poland up to the time of 
the Partitions in the eighteenth 
century, when the Primate of Po- 
land was also the Metropolitan of 
Warsaw. Prior to his move to the 
Polish capital, Cardinal Hlond was 
Archbishop of Gniezno and Poznan,

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Opportunity Seen For France 


In New Election To Reverse 
Westward Tide Of Communism 


Observers Weigh Salutary Effects 
If Referendum Defeat Of French 
Radicals Is Reinforced On June 2

Washington, May 13.—Rejection of its proposed new: 


Constitution has thrown the international] spotlight upon 
France, and the chanceries in world capitals will follow 
closely the developments there in the next month. Observers 
here counsel against extravagant claims as a result of the 
defeat of the Constitution draft, and, for the most part, they 


are inclined to reserve judgment?— 


until after the June 2 election of 
the new Constituent Assembly, 
which will have another try at 
drafting a Constitution. 


Real concern has been felt here 
in recent days over the steady de- 
terioration in world affairs, high- 
lighted by the almost complete 
failure of the Foreign Ministers’ 
Conference in Paris. While fuel 
and light shortages, transportation 
curtailments and growing unem- 
ployment have caused considerable 
anxiety on the home front, many 
students of public affairs declare 
that developments on the interna- 
tional scene are of much more 
acute concern. They add that the 
United States can be expected to 
settle its domestic problems in the 
good old democratic manner, but 
that this country is bumping its 
head against a stone wall in its 
efforts to get world affairs uwun- 
tangled. 


Some authorities believe France 
has not occupied such a place of 
importance on the world stage 
since its invasion by the nazis. The 
draft for a new Constitution that 
was submitted to its electorate a 
few days ago was generally accept- 
ed as being strongly communistic 
in tinge, and likely to give the 
Leftists a dictatorial stranglehold 
on France. Rejection of this Con- 
stitution draft has been acclaimed 
as a thumping defeat for the radi- 
cals, and a clear indication that 
— does not want to go Left- 
st. 


Some persons, while sharing this 
enthusiasm, urge that the jubilation 
and full evaluation of the meaning 
of this development wait until after 
a new Constituent Assembly is 
chosen. They believe that the 
communists will not take their set- 
back lying down, and that between 
now and June 2 they will stage one 
of the most vigorous electioneering 
and pressure campaigns France or 
any other country has ever seen. 
If France can squelch the com- 
munists good and proper once more 
in the coming election, the ad- 
vance will be made secure. The 
Constitution which such an Assem- 
bly would draft could be expected 
te be more sound, and to be adopted 
by the French people. 


The significance of such a de- 
velopment would extend in several 
directions. First, it would do much 
to give France a solid start on the 
road to recovery. Second, in con- 
tributing toward a sound France, it 
would give Europe a much-needed 
stabilizing influence on the western 
borders of a chaotic Germany. 
Third, it could be expected to stif- 
fen Englishmen against commun- 
ist propaganda, which has reached 

roportions causing sOme concern 

th in that country and here. 
Fourth, it might contribute to the 
speedy and solid recovery of Bel- 
gium and Holland, by quieting a@| 
nearby source of ferment. Sixth, 
{t could be expected to lend some- 
thing to a proper settlement of the 
Spanish question. 

But, perhaps, the most far-reach- 
ing repercussion it could be expect- 
ed to have, would be to deal a ser- 
jous blow to the prestige of Rus- 

ia. World chanceries have come to 
fdentify Russia so closely with the 
machinations of the communists 
in France, that a defeat for the 
radicals there would be interpreted 
as rebuff to Russia itself. Aside 
from bolstering anti-communist 
sentiment in England, this could 
also stiffen the backbones of coun- 
tries in eastern Europe which 
have been forced so far to work 
under the shadow of the Kremlin. 

This, in turn, could lead to more 
open di n what David

and Great Britain” at the Paris 
peace talks. There are some ob- 
servers who, like Mr. Lawrence, 
believe that “the record is being 
made;” that “sooner or later the 
American people and the peoples 
of all the world must learn all the 
facts,” and that the mobilization of 
world opinion may influence Soviet 
Russia where other means have 
failed. 


Thus, in a manner of speaking, 
France has the opportunity now of 
stemming the westward surge of 
the wave of communist influence. 
It has the chance, too, to send that 
wave receding eastward. France, in 
a word, has suddenly been present- 
ed with an opportunity of taking a 
role much larger than any it has 
played in years in the drama of 
worid affairs. Its people must 
choose whether she is to be a star 
or a “super.” It is to be expected 
that Soviet Russia will do every- 
thing it can, between now and June 
2, to persuade France that she 
ought to continue to carry a spear.

The Swedish churchman had come 
to Geneva to attend the meeting 
of the World Council of Churches. 

Thanking Bishop Brilioth for his 
visit, Bishop Charriere assured him 
of his desire “to have a share in 
this great work for the reunion of 
Christians.” 

“We still do not see how that 
union can came about,” the Cath- 
olic Prelate wrote, “for we cannot 
‘suppress our differences by seek- 
ing some ‘lowest common denomi- 
nator’ which would be purely arti- 
ficial and would only deform our 
faith. It would be treason to aban- 
don one iota of the truth which we 


i have received. 


“But, on the other hand, union 
cannot come about as the triumph 
of one party over others, as is 
the case in temporal] affairs. Be- 
tween these two extremes, the cor- 
ruption of truth and the suppres- 
sion of one’s adversary, there is 
room for a solution which is in 
true conformity to the spirit of 
Jesus Christ, the solution of re- 
conciliation. 

“How can it take place? It is 
premature to say. But if this 
miracle is to happen we must all 
ray for it to the Father of our 

rd, Jesus Christ, to the end that 
His Kingdom may come in truth 
and love. 

“While you are meeting in Gen- 
eva to pursue this essential prob- 
lem, my prayers are ascending 
with yours in union with that 
which Our Lord offered on the eve 
of His Passion: ‘That they may all 
be one even as we are one.’

one time ago I mentioned in one of these columns that I was a 

native of Peru, Ind., and that my first newspaper job had been as 
an office boy on the now-defunct Peru Journal. Pather Anthony Mc- 
Loone of Edson, Alberta, Canada, read that column and recalled that 
he knew a former newspaper owner from Peru, and so he showed 
him the column. The man was J, Ross Woodring, my first boss in 
the newspaper business whose father, the late W. A. Weadrias, then 
owned the Peru Journal. Father McLoone said Mr. Woodring was 
delighted to see the reference to the paper and asked if he could 
take the copy of Our Sunday Visitor along with him, as he intended 
later was dead, and Father 
McLoone’s letter was the first word I had of it. In fact, I don’t think 
Mr. Woodring’s old friends in Peru knew about his death, either, 
as the Peru pa had earried no stories to that effect up until the 
time Father McLoone’s letter was received. I might never had heard 
of my old friend’s death had not this corner of Our Sunday Visitor 
come under the priest’s observation away up there in Canada, where 
Mr. Woodring had lived for so many years, and I am grateful to 
Father McLoone for his kindness in writing me.

There is another letter at hand which, I can truthfully say, 
breaks all marathon records for any letters ever received by me. 
Carefully typed and highly literate from start to finish, it con- 
tained 3,140 words! sually, when the average newspaper col- 
umnist gets a letter of that great length he scans over a few 
sentences of it, satisfied it’s from some crank or some fellow 
Pee a special cause, or, what’s more often the case, it’s a 

000 or 3,000 word reply to something that you took about a 
hundred or se words to say in the first place—and the guy “de- 
mands” that it be printed, too! 

But this whopper I received through the mail came under 
none of those heads. It isn’t from a crank, it isn’t from anyone 
pleading a special cause, and it isn’t in answer to anything I’ve 
printed in here, for which Heaven be praised. The letter was 
written by Frank Westendick of Tallahassee, Florida, and covers 
a variety of delightful subjects. It started out in such an inter- 
esting manner, and continued along in that vein throughout all 
its pages, that I read the whole thing through. I think the let- 
ter must have been started last November by Mr. Westendick, 
a former resident of Columbus, 0O., after the disputed Navy- 
Notre Dame football game in Cleveland which ed in a 6-6 
tie, and the letter apparently was only recently completed. 


Mr. Westendick, an engineer, in discussing printed and mov- 
ing pictures of the play at the end of the Navy-Notre Dame 
game in which it appeared to some as tho Phil Colella got over 
the goal line with the winning touchdown which the officials, 
however, didn’t allow, says: 


“In uiring two degrees in engineering, I was exposed to 
too much descriptive geometry and mechanical drawing to pass 
over lightly the important factor of accurately integrating por- 
trayed angular situations. Which experience does not permit me 
to agree with the ‘conclusive’ decision reached by many sports- 
writers based on a picture shot from across the field to the ex- 
treme coffin corner. In other words, near the apex of a large

He then relates some of his joyous experiences as an Ohio 
State alumnus when his alma mater succeeded in defeating its

tate eleven.

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French Resume 
Restoration Of 
Avignon Palace 


Paris, May 13. — Although 
France has a huge task on her 
hands to rebuild the ruins left in 
the wake of the last war, she does 
not negiect to protect and preserve 


the glorious heritage of the past. 
After a few years’ interruption, 
work has been resumed to restore 
the magnificent Palace of the Popes 
in Avignon: one of the most note- 
worthy examples of Gothic archi- 
tecture of the fourteenth century 
and also a memorial of one of the 
most turbulent chapters in the his- 
tery of the Papacy. 


A year ago this month, a guif 
of five centuries was bridged when 


Avignon presided at a solemn cere- 
mony in the Chapel of the Popes 
to commemorate the victims of a 
heavy air bombardment which the 
town had to suffer during the war. 
It was believed to be the first time 
since 1877—when Pope Gregory XI 
returned to Rome from Avignon, 
thus ending the 72-year-long exile 
of seven Pontiffs—that a Pontifical 
feeremony was held in the ancient 
chapel. 

The occasion was marked by a 
letter from the Holy Father, in 
which he congratulated the Arch- 


restoring an old tradition. The 
Chapel of the Popes, a beautiful 
Gothic structure, 156 feet long, 48 
feet wide and 60 feet high, is lo- 
cated on the-first floor of the palace. 
It-is sometimes called the Clemen- 
tine Chapel, after Pope Clement XI, 
who reigned in Avignon from 1342 
to 1352.

“Anyone, then, who exacts the 
expiation of crime through the just 
punishment of criminals should take 
care not to do himself what he de- 
nounces in others as misdeeds or 
crime. One who seeks reparations 
should base his claim on moral 
principle, respect for those inviol- 
able human rights which remain 
valid even for those who have sur- 
rendered unconditionally to the vic- 
tor.”

are permitted. Germany could, un- 
der normal conditions pay with her 
exports for all the imports she 
needs. None of the experts in the 
field will predict that, under ‘the 
terms of the Potsdam declarations, 
and the methods chosen to carry 
them out, the Germans will ever 
be able to pay for current imports, 
insufficient as they are. 

Then there are the politica] con- 
sequences. Soviet power, and So- 


viet attraction, increase as misery 
spreads, and uncertainty and des- 
pair settle over large areas of 
Europe. Timely measures could 
have been taken in Italy to allow 
that country to re-equip itself with 
that sound economic basis upon 
which peaceful and democratic gov- 
ernment has to rest. We have of- 
fered little but half-measures, while 
in Germany we have been doling 
our wheat with one hand and de- 
stroying factories with the other. 
Not re-education for democracy, but 
conditioning for tyranny, are the 
result. 

Nor should we forget, or allow 
our government to forget, that such 
measures have inflicted great harm 
on Europe’s economy as a whole, 
and, in fact, on world economy. 
French demands for an American 
loan to finance the purchase of new 
machinery would be unnecessary if 
Germany were allowed to produce 
that machinery as_ reparations. 
Having all but eliminated Ger- 
many’s position in foreign trade, we 
have eliminated the country which 
in normal years was the greatest 
buyer of American cotton. Eng- 
‘and, the Scandinavian countries, 
Switzerland, Italy, and many other 
countries suffer because ways of 
trade established in generations 
have been disrupted. If we under- 
mine the economy of our democra- 
tic allies in Europe, are we aware 
how much that strengthens the 
relative powers of Russia? Are we 
not depriving an entire continent 
of the economic basis upon which 
its political independence must 
rest?

opinion.” 

The Committee of the House of 
Representatives on Post-war eco- 
nomic policy, headed by Represen- 
tative Colmer of Mississippi, had 
this to say in the report of their 
findings in Europe, made last fall: 
“The committee is certain that if 
the true facts of the German sit- 
uation could be adequately brought 
heme to the American people, Red 
Cross aid, and an increase in the 
basic ration of Germany, as well as 
an effort to restore its necessary 
industries, would be demanded by 
the American public.” That applies 
not only to Germany; it applies to 
other countries, inc'uding the Far 
East. x 
And so far as Germany is con- 
cerned, there has been, instead of 
an increase in rations, a further 
disastrous cut in the British and 
French zones. Dairy cows are to be 
slaughtered in the British zone, in 
order to push the threat of imme-

Aachen. The letter was read in the 
churches in the British zone on 
February 3. 


follows: 

“We Catholic Bishops can no 
longer keep silent about the ter- 
rible lot of more than 10,000,000 
Germans in the East, most of 
whose forefathers settled in the 
East German area 700 or 800 years 
ago, and cultivated the soil there. 
They are the Germans in Silesia, 
North and West Prussia, Pomera- 
nia, the Sudetenland, Hungary, 
Rumania, Yugoslavia and other 
countries. 


“All these people are threatened 
with forcible expulsion from their 
places of birth; they are not allow- 
‘ed to take their possessions with 
them, and there is no chance of 
giving them a sufficient, decent 
‘basis of existence in Western Ger- 
many. Millions have already en- 
dured this terrible fate. The num- 
ber of people affected in Silesia 
alone is probably several millions. 
Tre expulsions have been carried 
out with frightful brutality and a 
complete disregard for humanity. 

“Even after the Control Council 
stopped the forced expulsions, they 
did not by any means come to an 
end. The remaining Germans are 
being subjected to such terrible op- 
pression (Drangsalierung) that 
they find themselves compelled to 
leave the country, unless they hide 
and find refuge under a different 
‘nationality. 

“The world is silent about this 
fearful tragedy. It is as though an 
iron curtain had been lowered upon 
this part of Europe. 

“We know that it was precisely 
in those areas that Germans com- 
mitted terrible crimes against per- 
sons of other nationalities. But 
since when has revenge on innocent 
persons and the punishment of 
erime with erime been permitted? 
“The persons who are really 
/guilty ought to be called inexor- 
to account. But who would 
have on his conscience the deaths 
of masses of children, mothers, and 
old people? Who would be respon- 
sible for the despair of many thou- 
Sands who, in their terrible misery, 
ay violent hands upon themselves? 

“We ask and pray that the world 
may break its silence; thosé who 
have the power must prevent

His successor Pope Leo XIII 
wrote as follows: 


It is therefore not only agree- 
able to the devotion of private 
persons, but also suitable to the

The late Pope Pius XI speaks 
of the Family Rosary as a salu- 
tary custom.

The fathers and mothers of 
families particularly must give 
an example to their children, es- 
pecially when at sunset they 
gather together .-. . and recite 
the Holy Rosary on bended 
knees ... This beautiful and 
salutary custom, from which 
certainly there cannot but be de- 
rived tranquility and abundance 
of heavenly gifts for the house- 
hold. 


Pope Pius XII, In addressing 
newly-weds, urges them to say 
the rosary together daily as a 
means of insuring the success of 
their marriage.

Decide Vocation 
Pre-Seminary Course 


Offered To Nine At 
Notre Dame University 


Notre Dame, Ind., May 14.—Nine 
ex-servicemen, who are potential 
members of three Catholic relig- 
ious orders, are being extendd#fthe 
opportunity to giver whether or 
not they desire to enter the priest- 
hood by following a pre-seminary 
course during the current semester 
at the University of Notre Dame. 
Among them are veterans who 
participated in some of the fiercest 
fighting of World War II. 


The nine students, répresenting 
the Paulists, the Franciscan Fath- 
ers and the Congregation of Holy 
Cross, do not live in either Holy 
Cross or Moreau seminaries on the 
Notre Dame campus, but reside as 
regular students in residence halls 
at Notre Dame. A tenth veteran 
has tentatively decided to study to 
be a secular priest, after complet- 
ing like the others, preliminary 
college work at Notre Dame. 


The only difference between 
these students and regular Notre 
Dame students is that the prospec- 
tive seminarians follow the pre- 
seminary course, specializing in La- 
tin and philosophy. All of the 
spiritual facilities of Notre Dame 
are, of course, available to them. 

The Rev. John H. Wilson, C.S.C., 
Director of Vocations at Holy 
Cross Seminary on the campus of 
Notre Dame, stresses that none of 
these ex-servicemen are under any 
obligation to enter any of the reli- 
gious communities. The chief pur- 
pose of the opportunity being af- 
forded them at Notre Dame, ac- 
cording to Father Wilson, is to help 
them decide, by taking the pre- 
seminary course, whether or not 
they desise to continue their stu- 
dies for the priesthood. If they 
should decide that they want to en- 
ter the priesthood, they will then 
enter a seminary either at Notre 
Dame or others conducted by their 
respective religious orders. 


Among the ex-servicemen who 
are studying at Notre Dame cur- 
rently under this plan are Robert 
McLaughlin, Rockville Center, N. 
Y.; Milton Folds, Chicago, IIL; 
Gregory Shinert, Randolph Field, 
Tex., and Maurice Chase, Dinuba, 
California, all of the Paulists. 

Russell Lesperance, Pound, Wis., 
and Alfred D’Alonzo, Oragne, N. 

. are from the Congregation of 
Holy Cross. William Orr, Devil’s 
Lake, N .D., is from the Franciscan 
Fathers, and James 0O’Connor, 
Freeport, Ill, is a secular. Two 
others prefer not to have their 
names mentioned. 

_ Due to the unprecedented num- 
ber of applications at the Univer- 
sity for the September semester, 
Notre Dame is no longer in a posi- 
tion to offer this service to Dio- 
ceses and Religious Communities 
other than the Congregation of 
Holy Cross. If, however, a man is 
a former Notre Dame student who 
left to enter the armed forces, his 
application will be accepted as us- 
ual through the registrar’s office 
at Notre Dame. 

Fifteen other veterans of World 
War II are currently studying for 
the priesthood in Holy Cross Sem- 
inary at Notre Dame. These in- 
clude men who saw service at Iwo 
Jima, Bougainville, Leyte, the 
Bulge, Cassino, Salerno and other 
stiff battles of the late war,

Col. Gabreski 
Noted Army 
Pilot, Retires 


Notre Dame — (Col. Francig & 
Gabreski, former student a} the 
University of Notre Dame and the 
AAF’s top scoring ace of the 
European eater of Operations 
during World War II, is leaving 
the Army, it was learned this week 
at Notre Dame. 


Col. Gabreski, who has 31 Ger. 
man planes to his credit, entered 
the Army in 1940 from Noire 
Dame, where he was taking a pre. 
medical course. Since September 
1945, he has been chief of the 
Fighter Test Section, Flight Test 
Division, Wright Field, Ohio. 

The former Notre Dame student 
wears the Polish Air Force Wings 
as well as the AAF wings, the 
Distinguished Service 
Silver Star with a cluster, Dis. 
tinguished Flying Cross with nine 
clusters, French Legion of Honor, 
Croix de Guerre with palm, Polish 
Cross of Valor, Air Medal with 
four clusters, Bronze Star. Pacific 
theater ribbon with a battle star 


European theater ribbon with a 
battle star and seven overseas 
bars. 

While Strafing an airdome near 
Koblenz, German, in July, 1944, 


Gabreski ran into the ground. For 
the next five days he worked his 
way toward the Belgian border, 
living entirely on meager emer- 
gency supplies. Members of his 
group reported seeing him jump 
from his wrecked plane and run 
for cover. but Allied authorities 
did not know exactly what hai 
happened to him for some time, 
Actually, he made his way to with- 
in a few miles of the Belgian 
border, where he was finally cap- 
tured by a group of German civil- 
ians. The Germans held the ace 
prisoner until May 13, 1945, when 
he was liberated by the Russians. 

During his 49 months overseas, 
Gabreski completed 166 missions 
against the Japs and Germans, 
flying a total of over 400 combat 
hours. During this time he snot 
down 28 German fighter plares 
in the air and destroyed three on 
the ground. 

Col. Gabreski said that he want- 
ed to “take it easy for awhile” 
and then work in the aviation in 
dustry where he intends to “ull- 
lize AAF experience to advant- 
age.”
